From  Port-na-fcmant,  in  Colonfay,  to 
IcoLMKiLL,  is  eleven  leagues.  Tho’  ‘ 
the  palfagc  is  long,  yet  it  rs  extremely  ^ 
picafant,  when  the  day  is  good,  and  when 
the  wind  and  tides  are  favourable.  On 
tlic  coafl  of  Colonfay  yon  have  great  va¬ 
riety  of  objects,  and  the  dilferent  fccncs  ' 
preiented  are  very  piiftnrefqne.  After 
yon  pafs  the  point  of  Maal-chulib,  the 
view  is  terminated,  on  that  hand,  with  the 
Atlantic  ocean,  which  riilhes  in  here  with 
great  impctuolity  ;  and  on  this  account 
the  tides  are  ftill  more  rapid,  and  flow 
higher  than  betw'ixt  the  northern  point  of 
Ida,  and  the  coad  of  Oranfay,  and  confe- 
qnently  mutt  be  more  dangerdus.  On 
the  other  hand,  you  have  a  nearer  view 
than  before  of  the  gulph  ofCorrerechtari, 
and  the  rocky  and  mountainous  ifland  of 
Scarba;  you  fee  almoft  the  whole  of  Lorn; 
you  fee  the  group  of  hills  above  Bonaw, 
called  Ben-cri,  that  Is,  the  Crowd  of 
Mountains,  (or  Crtia  ehatrBen^  that  is, 
the  Stack  or  Pile  of  Mountains);  and  Bcn- 
eviih  itfelf,  the  higheft  mountain  in  Scot¬ 
land,  though  at  a  very  great  diftancci  is

you  advance,  the  coalt  and  fouthern  part 
of  Mull,  with  Ben-emorc,  the  higheft  hill 
in  the  ifland,  immediately  and  dire^ly 
prefent  tUcmfclvcs  before  you.  •  The 
coatt  and  whole  of  the  ifland  within 
view  appear  heathy  and  mountainous. 
Here  and  there  fmall  fields  of  grain  are 
obferved.  Two  leagues  on  this  flJe  of 
Icolmkifl  you  difeern  part  of  the  build* 
ings,  which  inftantly  flrike  you  with  a 
kind  of  enthufiafin  and  reverence,  and 
make  you  figure  to  yourfclf  how  grand 
they  mutt  have  appeared  in  their  primes 
val  glory  ;  And  the  nearer  you  approach 
them,  the  more  arc  thefe  feelings  in-^ 
creafed  add  enlarged*.  Indeed  Icolmkill,' 
ruinous  as  it  is,  appears  with  the  greater 
advantage,  on  account  of  its  fituation 
with  refpedt  to  the  oppofitc  coaftof  Mull, 
which  is  rugged,  wild,  and  uncultivated, 
and  where,  tor  a  long  tra^,  there  is  nei¬ 
ther  houfc  nor  village. 

The  buildings  next  to  Port-na-ri,  that 
is  Port^Royal,  the  place  at  which  you

At  Ibme  diftance  from  this,  on  the 
weft  fide  of  the  church-yard  of  St  Oran, 
and  hard  by  the  weft  end  of  the  chapel 
that  goes  under  his  name,  are  fix  fmall 
carved  ftoncs  placed  upon  a  larger  flat 
(lone.  It  is  luppofed  every  one  that  ap¬ 
proaches  them  is  to  turn  them  round  fun- 
vvayfi.  WhencTcr  they  fliall  be  wore 
out  by  reciprocal  friition,  then  it  was 
thought,  in  more  early  peiit»ds,  and  it 

faid  to  be  (till  the  opinion  of  many 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Icoimkil!,  that 
the  May  of  judgment,  and  concluding 
fccnc  of  the  world,  lhall  take  place. 
Hence  they  arc  called  in  Oalic  Clach-a- 
hhra'th,  that  is,  the  Day  of  Judgment 
Starnes. 

Near  the  fouth-weft  corner  of  the 
fame  ckurch-yard  there  is  a  row  of  grave 
Hones,  under  which,  it  is  faid,  diverfe 
kings  of  Scotland  in  earlier  periods 
were  buried.  They  make  no  great  ap¬ 
pearance,  and  have  no  inferiptions.  If 
they  were  ever  ornamented  by  fculpturc, 
it  is  now  entirely  defaced.  At  this  day 
it  is  not  known  where  the  allies  of  the 
Kings  of  Denmark  and  Ireland  are  to  be 
found.  On  the  north  hand  of  the  fepul- 
ebre  of  the  Kings,  is  that  of  the  MacAlif- 
ters,  which  is  built  in  a  triangular  form, 
three  or  four  feet  high.  Immediately 
c.ill:  fi  om  the  row  of  the  Kings  is  another, 
which  contains,  among  other  grave  ftones, 
Ihofc  of  a  French  King,  and  of  an  abbot, 
<  Mtled  Hugh  with  the  crooked  legs.  The 
rravc  Hone  of  the  aljbot  has  a  figure  as 
lar ’f  as  the  life,  but  no  infeription.  The 
<Uhcr  has  cell  her.  It  is  rough  and  unpm- 
lidird,  and  of  a  red  colour.  On  the  call 
rkewife,  adjoining  to  the  row  juft  now 
mentioned,  there  is  a  t]iir<l,  in  which  we

The 
third,  belonged  to  Maclean  of  Coll;  the 
f  'Mith  to  Mackan  of  Lochbny;  and  the 
1  lit  to  Maclean  of  Dowart.  They  are  all 
i  nt  out  on  the  ftonce,  in  lull  length,  and 
i'l  their  military  habits,  with  helmets, 
f  vordp,  and  bucklers.  The  very  fight  of 
them  ferves  to  awaken  the  memory  of 
t'^rmer  days,  and  to  gire  us  an  idea  of 
thofe  glorious  and  renowned  heroes  that 
d  dingnilhevl  themfelves fo  much  among 
ov.r  anccHors.  As  near  as  pofliblc  to 


them,  on  the  north,  arc  depnfited  the  re¬ 
mains  of  the  celebrated  phyfician  of  the 
tribe,  John  Bethune.  On  his  ftonc,  which 
is  fomewhat  more  elevated  than  thofe  of 
the  chieftains,  is  firft  cut  out  his  armorial 
bearing,  which  confifts  of  four  quarters. 
In  the  firft  quarter  there  is  an  hawk  ;  in 
the  fourth  three  w'olves  heads  e  azed;  and 
in  the  fecond  and  thiul  quarters,  three 
cuHiiotJs  or  lozenges.  Below  \vc  have  the 
following  elegy  on  his  tleath:

No  females  were  buried  in  the  church- 
yard  of  St  Or.an,  until  about  thirty  years 
ago,  when  a  gentleman  in  the  ricighbour- 
hood  ventured  to  break  thro'  the  ancieht 
practice,  and  buried  hi:;  daughter  among 
tlie  reft  of  his  family.  The  w'omcn,  it  is 
aflirmed,  w'crc  not  allowed  to  enter  the 
church-yard.  They  had  only  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  viewing  the  funeral  procclfiofi* 
and  ceremonies  from  a  neighbouring  hill 
on  the  w'cft  hand,  called  Cairn,  where  a 
crofs  was  crcdlcd.

A  heavy  fire  was  fnpported  on  both 
fiiVs.  At  length,  the  vigorous  attack 
made  by  the  llis  in  front,  and  by  the  two 
armed  velfels  and  the  batteries  in  other 
tjiiartcrs,  fo  overpowered  the  enemy  in 
riie  foit  and  works  on  Mud  Ifland,  that, 
i awards  evening,  their  artillery  was  en¬ 
tirely  filenccd.  And  they  perceiving  that 
measures  w'erc  taking  for  forcing  their 
woiks  on  ihc  following  morning,  and 
being  alib  fenfible  that,  in  the  prefent 
Hate  of  things,  they  were  not  defbnfible, 
they  let  fire  to  every  thing  that  was  ca¬ 
pable  of  receiving  it,  and  abandoned  the 
place  in  the  night. 

The  lofs  of  the  enemy  in  men  was  faid 
to  be  very  confiderable  ;  that  off  the  fleet 
\VA9  more  trifling  than  could  have  been 
luppofed.  Their  artillery  and  fome 
(lores  w’ere  taken  at  Mud  Ifland.  In  two 
clays  after,  Lord  Cornwallis  paffed  over 
with  a  detachment  from  Chefter  to  Bil¬ 
ling’s  Fort,  where  he  was  Joined  by  a 
body  of  forces  juft  arrived  from  New- 
Yt)rk.  They  proceeded  altogether  to 
Red  Bank,  which  the  enemy  abandoned 
at  their  approach,  leaving  their  artillery, 
with  a  confiderable  quantity  of  cannon¬ 
ball  and  (lores,  behind  them*  The 
works  were  demolilhed. 

'Phe  enemy's  (hipping  having  now  loft 
all  protedlion  on  either  fide  of  the  river, 
Tveral  of  their  gallies,  and  other  armed 
vcllVls,  took  the  advantage  of  a  favoiira* 
hie  night,  to  pals  the  batteries  of  PhiU- 
d.clphia,  and  to  cfcape  to  places  of  fecu- 
itiyiirthei  up.  The  difeovery  of  this 
ii.uifadion  occafioned  the  fending  an 
oflietT,  with  a  party  of  fearaen,  to  min 
the  Delaware  frigate  lately  taken,  and 
Ivir.g  at  Philadelphia,  and  the  taking  of 
Inch  other  meafures  as  rendered  the  ef- 
Cipir.g  of  the  remainder  impradicabic. 
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Thus  environed,  the  crews  abandoned 
and  fet  fire  to  their  veffels,  which  were 
all  confumed,  to  the  amount  of  jfeven- 
teen  of  different  forts,  including  the  two 
floating  batteries  and  fire-fhtps.  With 
all  thefe  advantages,  the  fealbn  of  tlic 
year,  and  other  impediments,  rendered 
the  clearing  of  the  river,  in  any  confide- 
rablc  degree,  impradlicahlc  ;  fo  that  the 
making  or  difeovering  of  fiich  a  channel, 
as  might  admit  the  p^flage  of  tranfporta 
and  veffels  of  cafy  burden  with  provi- 
fiens  and  neceffarics  for  the  ufc  of  the 
army  at  Philadelphia,  was  all  that  could 
be  obtained  at  prefent. 

General  Walhington  being  reinforced 
with  4000  men  from  the  northern  army, 
advanced  within  fourteen  miles  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  to  a  place  called  White  Marfh, 
where  he  encamped  in  a  very  ftrong  pofi- 
tion,  with  his  right  to  the  Wiflahichoii 
Creek,  and  the  front  partly  covered  by 
Sandy  Run.  As  this  movement  feemed 
to  indicate  a  difpolition  to  adventure. 
General  Howe  was  not  without  hopes, 
that  the  late  rcinforcetncnt  would  en¬ 
courage  them  to  hazard  a  battle  for  the 
recovery  of  Philadelphia.  If  fuch  was 
their  intention,  he  was  determined  that 
they  fliould  not  cool  in  it  for  want  of  an 
opportunity  of  bringing  it  into  aiflion; 
or  if  they  ftill  adhered  to  their  ufual  fyf- 
tem  of  caution  and  defence,  it  was  ftill 
reafonably  to  be  hoped,  that,  upon  a  clofe 
infpeftion  of  their  fituation,  fome  part 
of  their  camp  would  be  found  fo  vulnera¬ 
ble  as  to  admit  of  a  fuccefsful  impreflion. 

Upon  thefe  grounds  the  General  march¬ 
ed  from  Philadelphia  on  the  4th  of  De¬ 
cember  at  night,  and  took  poll  on  Chef- 
nut  Hill,  in  front  of  the  cncTny's  right, 
on  the  next  morning.  Finding  that 
their  right  aftbrded  bo  opening  for  an 
attack,  he  changed  his  ground  before 
day  on  the  7th,  and  took  a  new  pofition 
oppoiitc  to  their  center  and  left.  Some 
Ikirmilhcs  happened,  in  which  the  enemy 
were  conftantly  defeated,  and  their  flying 
parties  piirfiied  home  almoft  to  their 
works.  The  General,  at  length,  after 
continuing  above  three  days  conftantly  in 
their  fight,  advancing  within  a  mile  of 
their  lines,  and  examining  their  works 
with  the  clofeft  attention,  finding  that 
nothing  could  provoke  or  entice  them  to 
action,  and  that  their  camp  was  in  every 
part  inacccflible,  gave  up  the  profccwtion 
of  a  defign  -"hich  was  evidently  fruitlefs.

Whether  thefe 
perfons  ftiould  enjoy  a  free  toleration  in 
itich  countiics  where  the  Proteftant  rc- 
lipion  ia  profelVed  ? 

It  appeals  to  me,  at  lead,  that  fuch  a 
:  ilcration  is  exceedingly  unlaw  fii!  and 
dingcrous,  and  1  Ihall  prefeiit  you  with 
a  few  conriderations  which  have  in- 
d.iiced  me  to  adopt  thii^  (»pinit)n  ;  and, 
likewifc,  J  ftiall  endeavour  to  pivc  you 
au  anfwer  to  tiie  principal  objections  and 
avguinents  which  arc  advanced  tor  the 
toleration  of  Komaw  Crtholics.

tner  lubjcd  by  the  laws  of  his  country 
c  ly  obtain.  The  impropriety  of  grant- 
'  p  inch  liberties  to  the  Roman  Catho- 
‘!cs  will,  I  hope,  appear  from  the  fol¬ 
lowing  con  tide  rat  ion  8 : 

17?,  It  is  the  duty  of  a  prince  to  do 
fvery  thing  in  his  power  to  promote  the 
pMoci  of  that  ftatc  over  which  he  prefides :

gratitude,  will  naturally  follow ;  and 
further,  we  ought  to  ooferve,  that  fuch 
a  virtuous  courl'e  will  be  attended  with 
the  bleflings  and  protection* of  Heaven. — 
Bat  when  luxury,  injuftice,  cruelty,  and 
revenge  prevail  in  a  ftatc,  difconlent- 
ment  and  mifety  wdll  ceitaiujy  enfuf.-^ 
The  Romilli  religion  is  not  caiciilatr4l  to' 
render  men  wife  and  good,  but  to  fink 
them  into  ignorance  and  vice*  The  vo¬ 
taries  of  this  religion  arc  not  pn  mitted 
to  perufe  thit  book  which  unfolds  tlic 
moft  valuable  knowledge,  and  cnf.n-ceth 
the  practice  of  virtue  by  the  ftrongelt 
motives.  I'hey  r.iuft  draw'  all  their  know¬ 
ledge  abovit  religious  mdter-  frf»m  the 
informaliou  of  interefted,  or  ignorant, 
wicked,  ikfigning  men  :  they  arc  ttiught 
to  entertain  Bight  notion^  of  the  evil  of 
fame  vices,  to  believe  that  others  are  vir¬ 
tues  ;  and,  with  refpe^St  to  other  things 
which  thefe  teachers  acknowledge  to  be 
criminal,  they  iuftnidt  their  deluded  fol¬ 
lowers  that  they  moft  make  farisfaililion 
for  thefe  by  fome  of  penance,  ol’  by 
beftow’ing  a  certain  fum  of  money  U|>oii 
thefe  eccletiaftics.  Do  not  fuch  preferip- 
tious  tend  to  encourage  men  in  the  moft 
dcteftablc  crimes?  Now%  is  it  poflible  that 
a  prince  can  prevent  this  corruption  of 
morals  arifing  from  popery,  but  by  pro¬ 
hibiting  the  excicife  of  it  within  his  do¬ 
minions.  Since  then  it  is  certain,  that  a 
king  ought  to  take  every  laudable  me¬ 
thod  to  promote  the  good  of’ the  ftatc, 
and  fince  the  moft  tlfedtual  means  to  tf- 
fedt  this  is  to  encourage  virtue,  atnl  to 
difcountcnance  wickednefs ;  and  ftnee 
Popery  tends  fo  greatly  to  promote  the 
interett  of  vice  in  the  world,  it  follows, 
that  he  ought  not  to  tolerate  that  falfc 
religion  in  the  ftatc  over  which  he  is 
placed.  I 

Again,  a  King  is  to  be  viewed  as  the 
father  of  his  people.  Tbc  authority  and 
regard  to  the  welfare  of  his  fiibjedts 
which  every  good  prince  poflefl'eth,  bear 
a  great  refcmblance  to  the  authority  and 
love  of  a  father  of  a  family.  It  is  the 
undoubted  right  of  every  naan  to  commit 
tbe  management  of  his  eftate  to  fuch  per¬ 
fons  as  he  judgeth  proper;  and  if  he  has 
fuflicient  evidence  that  a  certain  fet  of 
men  entertain  pernicious  principles,  and 
are  'guilty  of  immoral  pradtices,  he  may 
juftly  nfufe  to  admit  fuch  perfons  into

ved;  anil  that  the  llible  is  fo  far  fiom  be¬ 
ing  able  toteach  men  the  way  to  happintfs, 
l...it  it  is  very  pernicious,  and  that  the 
vicegerent  of  iiim,  in  liis  great  wifdom,  is 
often  obliged  to  ifTuc  out  orders  in  ex- 
prcTs  contiadiilion  to  it.  Moral  philo- 
fophy  is  another  very  important  branch 
of  knowledge  ;  but  is  it  polfiblc  we  can 
make  any  progrefs  in  this  if  we  believe, 
with  the  Church  of  Rome,  that  virtue 
rmd  vice  are  iu)t  of  a  fixed  and  unchangc- 
anle  nature,  but  that  the  Pope  can  dif- 
pMil'e  with  the  dronged  obligations  of 
hoiiour,  viitue, and  gratitude  ? — And  fur¬ 
ther,  it  is  to  he  obferved,  that  when  bi¬ 
gotry,  lijpcrdition,  and  enthufiafm  pre¬ 
vail  in  the  mind,  they  render  it  weak 
and  incapable  to  purfuc  the  nobled  in- 
vedigations  of  fcience.  The  contemp¬ 
tible  ignorance  of  many  of  the  Popilh 
clergy  is  well  known;  even  an  archbidiop 
was  not  able  to  read  WicUliff's  books, 
l)ut  condemned  them  all  to  the  flames: 
and  it  hath  been  judly  remarked,  that  the 
letormaiion  in  religion  and  the  revival 
of  learning  took  place  at  tiic  fame  time. 
If  then  a  prince  Las  a  fuiccrc  leganl  to 
tliC  inteicd  of  learning,  as  well  as  to 
viitue,  he  will  endeavour  lu  rediiCt  the 
excrcife  of  the  Popilh  religion,  which  lias 
io  unfriendly  an  af^redl  towanis  it.

How 
iiifipid  are  your  locieties,  if  this  lively  and 
luxurious  piover  does  not  co’mc  to  toffn- 
rit  them  !  if  hccotidefeends  nut  to  (haktf 
otf  the  indolence  of  your  ladies,  or  if  he 
ceafes  to  fit  as  prefident  at  the  aflcmbly 
of  thofe  pretty  nothings  which  thoCe  la¬ 
dies  liden  to  with  fo  much  avidity  1  Thd 
defire  of  pleafing,  which  renders  your  po^ 
litbed  nation  fu  enchanting  and  foabfuid, 
is  immortal  amongd  yoiR  From  the  ag< 
of  fifteen  to  that  of  thirty,  it  robs  youf 
youths  of  the  defirc,  and,  1  had  almbii 
faid;  the  want  of  repofe.  Should  it  be 
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fate  of  a  young  Eogiifli woman  to  dance 
with  eclat  at  a  ball,  I  will  ergape  that  her 
want  of  reft  laill  be  fuftained  through 
many  midnights  of  the  fame  fort  of  revel¬ 
ry,  without  hurting  her  complexion,  and 
that  her  well-flattered  vanity  will  fortify 
the  delicacy  ot  her  temperament,  againft 
all  tl.c  depredations  ot  fatigue.

On  the  firft  head  he  take*. notice  of  the 
concurring  teftimony  of  Latin  writers  as 
well  as  of  tlic  later  writers  among  the 
Greeks,  to  prove  the  little  credit  that  is 
tft»  he  given  to  the  early  hiftoiians  of 
Greece,  lie  proves  it  to  have  been  the 
general  voice  of  antiquity  ,that  thele  hii- 
toiians  were  ftrongly  infei^ted  with  the 
love  of  fable  ;  that  they  were  continually 
in  oppofilion  one  with  another ;  and  that 
there  was  not  any  thing  ^clear,  pofitive^ 
and  authentic  to  be  learned  troin  their 
writings.  He  mentu^ns  the  opinion  of 
many  Irarncil  modems  to  the  f  ime  pur- 
pufe,  atiii  cites  inniimer.ihlc  pafiiges  of 
this  kind  from  Mr  Hryaiit,  who  li.yi 
ireattd  Mr  Ricaaidlbn  with  great  fe veri¬ 
ty  f.>.‘  mainlining  opinions  exliemely  ft- 
niil  ir  to  his  own. 

After  giving  the  fnlU’ft  evidence  that 
can  be  r 'quired  on  tliis  fnbje^l,  Mr  Hich- 
ardfiui  ob  Vrves  there  can  be  no  great  pre- 
fuinptiou  in  luppofing,  .ainidft  lo  mncli 
error,  Ibme  amendment  poilible.

Xenophon  and  Ctefias  were  among  tlm 
few  Greeks  who  could  have  even  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  conftilting  the  Perli an  records* 
Yet  there  are  not  two  productions  of 
antiquity  more  queftioned  than  tlieCyro- 
pir  lia  of  Xenophon,  and  the  Annals  of 
Ctefhs.  Plato  and  Cicero  coidider  the 
foriiKT  as  nothing  more  than  a  beautiful 
rooiance  ;  but  notwitbftanding  their  opi- 
uion,  the  Cyropaedia  has  been  followed 
a*,  nil  authentic  hiftory  by  Jofephus,  Eufe- 
biuf,  llfiicr,  and  Prideaux.t  The  authors 
of  the  Univerfal  Hiftory  canfidcr  its  au¬ 
thority  as  far  preferable  to  that  of  Hero¬ 
dotus;  while  Scaligcr,  Erafmus,  and  ma¬ 
ny  others  look  upon  it  as  a' collection  of 
figments.

For  the  firft  part  of  it,  they  arc  indeb- 
tetl  to  M.  Du  Prefle,  who  appears  to 
hive  been  his  confidential  friend,  and  to 
h  ive  been  induced  to  draw  up  his  rela¬ 
tion  v.nth  a  view,  at  leaft  in  part,  of  put- 
a  ftop  to  the  injurious  reports  pro¬ 
pagated,  either  through  malice  or  igno- 
la'  ce,  to  the  difadvantage  of  his  decca- 
ft‘d  friend.  The  latter  part  contains  o- 
thor  interefting  particulars,  for  which  the 
public  arc  obliged  to  Mr  Magellan,  a 
gentleman  well  known  throughout  the 
philofophical  world,  who  had  the  plea- 
line  ('.f  palling  fome  lime  with  M.  Ronf- 
liMu,  at  his  lall  ret? eat  at  Krmenonville, 
t!u  iVat  of  the  Marquis  de  GerarJin.  To 
gratify,  in  part,  the  curiofity  of  our 
lin-liiii  readers,  we  lhall  extr3<ft  a  few 
circumftances  from  both  thefe  relations, 
betr’ntiing  with  thofe  communicated  by 
M.  Dii  Prefle. 

M.  Roufleaii,  feeling  himfelf  not  fo' 
'•  e’i  qualified  as  formerly  to  cc’py  mufic 
t.'  M’iv,  and  vs  ith  expedition,  and  finding 
i’is  abode  in  I'arls  too  expenlive,  had  ac- 
e-pted  of  a  delicious  retreat,  worthy  of 
’’  m  and  of  the  proporer,generouny  offered 
frm  by  the  Marqn.is  de  Gcrardin,  at  his 
cuuntry-feat  above  mentioned,  where  he 
h  ul  cltablilhed  himfelf  iis  May  lafl,  to¬ 
gether  with  his  wife  and  their  maid-fer- 
'ant.  In  this  happy  afyUinny  and  in  the 
Iwciety  of  an  amiable  family,  he  enjoyed 
date  of  tranquillity  both  of  mind  and 
body,  to  which  he  had  long  been  a  ftran- 
^'vr,  palling  a  great  part  of  the  day  in 
f'Otinifing  in  the  extenfive  and  various 
i'ounds  of  the  Marquis  j  at  other  limes 


affifting  at  the  family  concerts,  or  teach¬ 
ing  the  Marquis’d  cluldrcn  to  ling  foine 
of  his  compofilions,  J:c.  Happy  in  his 
new  relitlcnce,  he  had  engaged  the  author 
to  bring  lum  fume  b^’okji  of  travels,  to 
amiife  his  wife  and  maid  during  the  long 
winter  nights,  wiieu  the  family  would  be 
in  town  ;  and  meditated  the  profeciition 
of  fome  works  which  he  had  begun,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  Opera  of  Daphnisy  and  the. 
continuation  of  Emihus, 

He  had  not  enjoyed  tlii«»  retreat,  and 
thefe  profpeds,  fix  weeUs,  when  prepa¬ 
ring  to  go  out,  after  having  breakfafted 
on  fome  coffee,  of  <iuhi(h  his  w  fe  and 
maid pmrtcoky  on  the  fecond  of  July  iafl, 
he  was  fuddcnly  feized  with  pains,  par- 
ticularlyjn  his  head,  which  came  by  fits, 
and  put  an  end  to  his  life  in  an  hour  and 
a  quarter.  On  being  difl'ei^fed,  as  hs 
had  particularly  icquellcd,  a  large  quan¬ 
tity  of  ferum  was  found  extravafated  be¬ 
tween  the  brain  and  iis  membranes. 

The  following  cxtraifl  from  Mr  Magel¬ 
lan’s  p.art  of  this  performance  contains 
an  affecting  narrative,  and  at  the  fame 
time  exhibits  a  chara^tcrillical  fperimen 
of  the  well  known  and  extieme  fenfibi- 
litv  of  Mr  Rouffeau. 

The  converfation,  fays  Mr  Magellan, 
happened  to  turn  on  the  misfortiincs  of 
human  life  ;  and  on  this  occafion,  I  men¬ 
tioned  the  terrible  events,  of  which  I  had 
been  eye-witnefs,  that  attended  tlie  great 
earthquake  at  Lifbon  in  1755;  where  i 
faw’  ail  ranks  and  conditions  confounded 
in  an  inftant,  the  intire  ruin  of  lortune?, 
and  a  great  city  univerfally  plunged  into 
monrning  and  defolation. 

“  M.  KoufTcau  fixed  his  eyes  upon  me, 
**  What,”  fays  he,  “  were  you  there  at 
that  time  V*  “  Yes,  anlw’ercd  I ;  and  1 
never  recolledt  this  dreadful  event  with¬ 
out  fli udder ing  w’ith  horror.” — “  The 
fight  of  fome  of  my  own  particular 
friends  involved  in  the  public  deftruc- 
tion,  aggravated  my  grief  to  a  ile^cc 
which  1  am  incapable  of  cxprelfing.  A- 
mong  others,  1  rccolleiJl  one  particular 
accident,  the  remembrance  of  which  re¬ 
traces  the  moft  afl'eding  picture  to  my 
imagination, 

“  A  citizen  of  Lifbon  happened  to  be 
from  home, when  the  third  fhock  brought 
down  the  greater  part  of  thofe  houfes, 
the  walls  and  founiJations  of  which  had 
been  loofened  by  the  two  preceding 
fhneks.  As  foon  as  he  had  time  to  re¬ 
flect,  he  haftened  to  the  relief  of  his  wife 
and  children,  whofe  fate  he  dreaded.
